In  all,  1 
have  been  engaged  in  seven  meetings. 
At  present,  T am  iu  a meeting  with  Rro. 
.1  W.  Mayfield  at  the  South  Side  church 
of  Meridian.  The  interest  is  growing 
and  the  prospects  are  bright.  We  hope 
to  run  through  the  first  Sunday  in  De- 
cember. Should  this  roach  yon  before 
that  time,  stop  and  ioin  with  us  in  a 
prayer  to  Ood  for  TTis  blessings. 

Now  a word  with  the  pastors.  Here- 
tofore my  Work  has  been  very  largely 
with  the  country  churches.  It  will  not 
likelv  he  practicable  to  hold  meetings  in 
the  country  during  January  and  Feb- 
ruary. 

Tf  the  hrejhren  of  the  towns  and  the 
cities  can  use  me  during  thnt  time,  T 
shall  he  glad  to  serve  them.  As  Mis- 
sionary Evangelist.

HOW  TO  PREACH  DOCTRINE. 

E.  L.  Wesson. 

The  doctrines  to  preach  are  exceed 
ingly  important  but  not  more  so  than 
how  to  preach  them.  The  truth  loses 
much  of  its  force  if  it  is  not  rightly 
preached,  or  has  force  added  to  it  if 
preached  aright. 

Every  man  has  his  individuality,  con- 
piently  each  one  must  have  his  own 
t\  h>.  hut  a good  look  at  things  may  help 
nil  of  us  to  improve.  He  who  has  pass- 
ed the  point  for  improvement  had  bet- 
ter quit  preaching  for  he  is  fossilized  al- 
ready. 

There  are  four  ways  -of  preaching 
doctrine.  I mean  controversial  doc- 
trine. 1.  Apologetically.  2.  Insinuat- 
ively.  3.  Combatively.  4.  E\|>osito- 
rily.  I want  to  say  emphatically  that 
he  who  has  to  make  an  excuse  for  his 
doctrine,  or  for  preaching  it,  will  do  the 
doctrine,  himself,  and  the  cause  lie  rep- 
resents, a great  kindness  if  be  will  keep 
his  mouth  shut.  Apologies  for  the 
truth  of  God,  or  what  one  believes  to  be 
the  truth,  or  for  preaching  it.  always 
sound  to  me  like  an  insult  to  Deity,  and 
certainly  betrays  the  weakness  of  him 
who  apologizes.  Apologies  are  never 
needed  exeept'where  a wrong  has  been 
done  or.mistakes  made.  Don’t  preach 
the  truth  of  God  apologetically. 

But  what  about  preaching  insinuat- 
ivelyt  As  apologetic  preaching  shows 
the  weakness  of  faith  or  the  cowardly 
pint  of  the  preacher,  insinuative 
preaching  betrays  his  meanness  and  his 
cowardice.  There  is  one  denomination 
of  people  whose  preaching  is  almost 
wholly  insinuative.  They  always  talk 
as  though  somebody  is  knowingly 
representing  and  i^iisteaehing  the  truth, 
hut  do  not  say  who  it  is.  Such  prea  •h- 
ing  is  abominable.  It  is  “earthly,  sen- 
sual, devilish,”  and  cowardly.  Of  a" 
the  contemptible  things  that  men  do,  to 
me  the  most  contemptible  thing  is  to  lie 
always  insinuating  soniClhing  about 
somebody’.  If  one  knows  that  otheis 
are  not  preaching  the  truth,  and  lcels 
•ailed  of  God  to  show  it,  let  him  do  it 
openly  and  kindly  and  not  insi  nun  lively. 
Please  don’t  use  that  style  in  preaching 
God’s  truth. 

The  third  kind  of  preaching  named  is 
the  most  usual.  Most  all  of  our  ‘‘doc- 
trinal preachers”  preach  combatively. 
They  set  up  the  other  fellows  doctrine 
and  knock  it  down  when  he  is  not  there. 
This  style,  wisely  used,  will  get  the  dif- 
ference between  truth  and  error,  as  seen 
by  the  preacher,  before  the  people  more 
clearly  than  any  other.  Colors  are  dis- 
tinguished from  each  other  best  by  com- 
parison and  contrast;  so  are  doctrines: 
and  truth  is  made  to  appear  most  tri- 
umphant by  denouncing  that  which 
would  imitate  or  displace  it. 

But  those  who  are  gifted  with  the  com- 
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lmtive  spirit,  and  as  a result  of  a com- 
bative style,  should  always  be  careful 
students  of  the  GOLDEN  HI  LE.  Nev- 
er treat  others  as  you  would  not  like  to 
l*e  treated.  Be  fair  and  kind.  Never 
allow  yourself  to  impugn  the  motives, 
refer  unpleasantly  to  the  intelligence,  or 
belittle  the  learning  of  those  whose  doc- 
trines you  combat.  Christ  could  call 
the  Pharisees  hypocrites,  but  we  are  not 
Christ.  He  knew;  we  do  not.  If  you 
have  a combative  spirit,  you  cannot 
preach  other  than  combatively.  God 
may  have  “set”  you  for  the  defense  of 
the  gospel.  Paul  used  the  combative, 
style  almost  all  the  time.  Some  of  the 
greatest  men  of  earth  have  used  that 
style  to  the  glory  of  God.  In  fact  wo  are 
now  entering  upon  a time  when  doctri- 
nal eombativeness  is  needed.  God  bless 
you,  if  that  is  your  gift,  and  help  you  to 
use  your  gift  to  glorify  His  truth.  But, 
if  you  want  to  honor  your  T>ord,  l*e  sure 
that  you  keep  within  the  golden  rule  in 
doctrinal  preaching,  ns  in  all  tilings  else. 

Tjie  last  point  named  was  cxpositorwil 
preaching  or  preaching  expositorially. 
This jnethod  sounds  “bigger”  if  you  call 
it  didactical  but  the  moaning  is  the  same. 
Ho  who  uses  this  stylo  treats  doctrine 
without  reference  to  men.  For  instance 
one  so  preaching  takes  the  subject,  of 
ba]>  ism  and  explnins  it  from  every  view 
point,  just  as  a tenolier,  then  shows  what 
the  Scriptures  say  and  leaves  the  whole 
matter  with  the  bearers.  Those  using 
this  style  treat  every  subject  though 
theife  were  no  one  else  on  earth  to  teach 
but  themselves,  and  that  they  are  duty 
houfid  to  present  nnd  make  plain  the 
truth  without  reference  to  others.  \ iews 
are  considered  from  the  standpoint  of 
a teacher,  and  not  from  the  standpoint 
of  disputer.  Those  who  are  given 
this  gift  should  rejoice.  Gen.  M.  P. 
Lowrey  possessed  it  ns  no  other  man  I 
cvet  knew.  Combativeness  was  never 
thohght  of  when  be  preacebd  on  the 
molt  controverted  doctrines  (at  least 
never  bv  me)  but  instead  everybody 
listened*  to  learn  All  that  they  could 
about  the  doctrine  preached.  He  never 
apologized,  never  insinuated,  never  (that 
I ever  beard)  combatted,  but  taught  the 
poJple.  One  who  lias  this  gift  can 
prill  on  baptism  as  tenderly  as  on  the 
atonement,  or  on  the  Lord’s  Supper  as 
spiritually  as  on  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  yet  explain  it  fully.  I bke 
thil  style  l*est,  but  lie  who  uses  it  must 
study  hard  to  lie  able  to  teach.  It  is 
mih  easier  to  combat  what  others  say 
than  to  clearly  expound  the  deep  doc- 
trijies-of  our  God.  Let  us  use  the  gift 
that  God  has  given  us,  and  let  us  pre- 
pare to  do  our  very  best.  The  world 
nelds  the  best  that  we  can  possibly  give.

TtHE  HOME  MISSION  SITUATION. 

By  Victor  I.  Masters. 

[There  are  evidences  that  some  of  the 
most  thought  fill  of  our  brethren  are 
coining  to  the  conclusion  that  there  are 
top  many  crises  in  onr  denominational 
activities.  T am  sure  that  no  one  feels 
flips  more  keenly  than  do  the  men  who 
ape  put  by  the  brotherhood  in  charge 
ofl  the  various  missionary  and  the  other 
benevolent  agencies.  When  we  come 
with  nnr  periodic  appeals  and  tell  of 
thje  small  receipts  and  the  threatened 
deficit  which  confronts  us,  the  seere- 
tnjry  who  is  doing  the  writing  and  the 
editor  who  with  patient  kindness  gives 
place  to  the  appeal  in  bis  columns  nnd 
the  reader  of  the  paper,  are  nil  moved 
by  a common  sense  of  reluctance. 

The  situation  seems  to  point  to  the 
dawning  of  a better  day  in  the  method 
olj  conducting  the  financial  side  of  onr 
denominational  enterprises.  We  devout- 
ly* long  for  that  day.  There  seems  to 
tie  promise  of  it  also  in  the  effort  be- 
ing put  forth  by  the  denomination  in 
various  States  for  systematic  giving 
among  the  churches. 

Meanwhile  the  agencies  that  are  en- 
trusted with  the  administration  of  the 
various  phases  of  onr  mission  work  do 


not  quite  dare  to  refrain  from  using 
the  expedient  of  appeals  that  are  in- 
sistent enough  to  bpjjng  to  the  attention 
of  the  great  brotherhood  the  facts . of 
the  actual  distress  and  the  actual  cri* 
ses. 

The  Hornet  Board  does  not  cry 
“Wolf!”  when  there  is  no  wolf.  We 
e<v  the  devouring  animal  sneaking 
around  the  sheep-fold  ninny  a time  when 
we  snv  nothing.  But  there  is  danger 
Hint  the  brotherhood  shall  get  ho  tired 
of  hearing  the  cry  that  they  will  leave 
’lis  to  the  task  of  combatting  the  wolf 
unaided.  And  ns  sure  ns  they  do  that, 
the  charge  committed  to  ns  will  suffer 
grcntlv.  Wo  have  no  strength  except 
ns  it  is  given  to  ns  by  the  great  brother- 
hood whose  servants  we  are. 

Here  it  in,  near  tiro  close  of  November, 
1910.  The  fiscnl  year  of  the  Home 
Board  is  more  than  half  gone.  The 
Convention  apportioned  $400,000  among 
the  states  ns  a basis  to  guide  the  Home 
Board  in  its  activities  during  the  year. 
Of  this  amount  $31,000  was  apportioned 
to  Mississippi!.'  Up  until  November  15 
there  had  been  received  nt  the  Home 
Board  office  from  Mississippi  only 
$4,172.74.  We  bog  the  pastors,  laymen 
nnd  elect  women  to  give  hoed  to  our 
needs.  Let  fie  bring  it  about  so  far  ns 
we  may  that  regnlnr  collections  may 
Ito  taken  in  the  churches  for  the  great 
cause  of  Home  Missions,  now  thnt  the 
stress  of  the  State  Mission  campaign  is 
over  in  most)  of  the  states:  By  this 
regular  effort., of  going  to  the  brother 
hood  nnd  anjtiouncing  a crisi4  next 
spring  will  H reduced.  There  is  ho  other 
way  than  to  Win  at  once  to  raise 
among  the  churches  the  apportionment 

for  this  great  cause.
